New Business: 

Purchase of UFED Touch Rugged Ultimate Device 

The High Tech Crimes Bureau submitted a request to purchase fifteen (15) Rugged Touch 

Universal Forensic Extraction Devices (UFED’s).  These devices are used to conduct forensic 

examinations and data extractions on mobile devices such as cell phones, tablets, GPS units, etc. 

and will be distributed to the following Internet Crimes Against Children Task Force Affiliate 

Offices:   

Aurora Police Department, Batavia Police Department, Bethalto Police Department, Champaign 

Police Department, Christian County Sheriff’s Department, Columbia Police Department, 

Greenville Police Department, Gurnee Police Department, Illinois Secretary of State Police 

Department, Jo Daviess County Sheriff’s Department, Lake County States Attorney’s 

Investigations, McHenry County Sheriff’s Department, Monmouth Police Department, Peoria 

County Sheriff’s Department, Rock Island Police Department. 

Pam Blackorby inquired as to why the purchase order amount $179,985.00 differed from the 

quote provided of $173,235.00.   Rocco clarified that the actual purchase amount would be 

$173,235.00.   This lower amount reflected the discount provided by the vendor. 

   

Office Services will secure a contract with CelleBrite USA, Inc to acquire these UFED’s.   

CelleBrite USA is the sole source developer and provider of these devices.  The total contract 

will be $173,235.00.  

 

The Chairperson asked if there were any comments pertaining to the purchase.  No comments 

were received by the Board members.  

 

Purchase of Sixteen (16) Forensic Recovery “Ultra Book” Laptops 

The High Tech Crimes Bureau submitted a request to purchase sixteen (16) forensic recovery 

ultra book laptops.  These laptops will be used in the field to process forensic evidence. Four (4) 

laptops will remain with our High Tech Crimes Bureau and twelve (12) laptops will be 

distributed to the following Internet Crimes Against Children Task Force Affiliate Offices: 

Bureau County Sheriff’s Office, Crystal Lake Police Department, Galena Police Department, 

Gurnee Police Department, Jo Daviess County Sheriff’s Office, Lake County Sheriff’s Office, 

Lake County State’s Attorney’s Office, McHenry County Sheriff’s Office, Monmouth Police 

Department, Pleasant Plains Police Department, Rock Island Police Department and Scott 

County Sheriff’s Office 

Office Services prepared an IFB identifying the required specifications and posted the IFB on the 

Illinois Procurement Bulletin.  Office Services received three (3) responses from the following 

vendors:  CDW Government, LLC, Dell Marketing and SC Enterprises Corporation.  Our High 



Tech Crimes Bureau reviewed the vendor responses and determined only one vendor, Dell 

Marketing met all required specifications. 

Office Services secure a contract with Dell Marketing to purchase these ultra book laptops.  The 

total contract value is:  $24,464.00.  

 

No comments 

were received by the Board members.  

 

Purchase of HTC Workstations  

The High Tech Crimes Bureau submitted a request to purchase nine (9) forensic recovery 

computer workstations.  These workstations will be used to process forensic evidence acquired in 

the field.  Four (4) workstations will remain with our High Tech Crimes Bureau and five (5) 

workstations will be distributed to the following Internet Crimes Against Children Task Force 

Affiliate Offices: 

Aurora Police Department, Danville Police Department, Du Page County Sheriff’s Office, 

Greenville Police Department, and Jo Daviess County Sheriff’s Office. 

Office Services prepared an IFB identifying the required specifications and posted the IFB on the 

Illinois Procurement Bulletin.  Office Services received four (4) responses from the following 

vendors:  TriTech Forensics, Ace Computers, Digital Intelligence and High Tech Crimes 

Institute.  The High Tech Crimes Bureau reviewed the vendor responses and determined only 

one vendor, Digital Intelligence met all required specifications. 

Office Services will secure a contract with Digital Intelligence to secure these workstations.  The 

total contract value is:  $108,891.00.
